This year Steve 
Feldman took a 3rd in Boys’ Extempor¬ 
aneous speaking, Judy Peterson 5th in 
Girls’, Lois Wallace a 5th in Girls’ Im¬ 
promptu, and Lynne Bush was a semi¬ 
finalist in Girls’ Oratory. These awards 
were won against an increase in the 
number of entries in each event of the 
championship meet. 

The winnings at the state tournament brought the number of individual and school awards won 
for the year well over a hundred, 1 1 8 to be exact, a goal attained for the past nine years. Also, a 
large number of these awards were first and second places. 

Another notable feature was the retiring of the championship trophy of the Southern California 
National Forensic League (NFL) district. To retire it, a school has to win it twice. After winning it once, 
a school starts from zero and has to overlap all other schools in total points scored. 

Once more a Sweetwater student, Judy Peterson, won the Odd Fellows and Rebekah’s United 
Nation’s Pilgrimage trip against students from other schools in La Mesa. James Brown was selected as 
alternate. This makes the sixth SuHi student in twelve years to win the four-week, all-expense paid trip 
to the East Coast. 

In all tournaments in which Sweetwater participated this year, some awards were won. These 
tournaments included the Ramona, Notre Dame and Excelsior Invitationals, as well as the Claremont 
Men’s College Debate tourney and local area tournaments. 

Sweetwater students did‘well in contests, sponsored by civic organizations. Steve Feldman placed 
2nd in the finals of the Toastmasters’ District 5 Extemporaneous contest in the fall. It makes the third 
year that a Su-Hi student has taken a second place in this contest. Warren Chambers won the Optimist 
oratory contest at the district level, while Don Peio and Lois Wallace both qualified for the district 
finals of the American Legion Oratorical contest. 

The year saw Sweetwater take the sweepstakes at the Grossmont College tournament for the 
first time, while taking second at the Palomar Novice and a third at the San Diego State Open Indi¬ 
vidual event tournament. This was done against some of the strongest competition in the state be¬ 
cause of Mount Miguel and Grossmont having powerful squads. 



Some of the outstanding individual 
highlights were that of Rita Cruz being 
named the outstanding Novice Speaker 
at the San Diego Open. Rita won firsts 
both in “B” extempore and impromptu. 
Another notable event was that of the 
debate team of Steve Feldman and 
Judy Peterson taking first at the Gross¬ 
mont College tourney and tying for 
first at the State Qualifying with a 
winning streak of eleven debates. 

The year saw a rebuilding of squad 
spirit. Much of it was done by members’ 
determination to earn to a greater ex¬ 
tent the respect of their opponents. It 
is the kind of feeling that augurs well 
for the future, if maintained.

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VICTOR LUGO, who succumbed to Leukemia on October 21, 1964, will always be remembered in the 
hearts of those who knew him. His many friends and admirers will remember him not solely because 
he was a fine athlete — but also because of the kind of person he was. 




The photo on the left shows 
Sweetwater’s LARRY RITCHIE 
straight-arming a Kearny tackier 
before being halted by the up¬ 
coming pursuers. Sweetwater 
banged helmets with Kearny, 
the defending, 1963 SDCIF 
champions, on the second week 
of play. The Red Devils, who 
only managed a dismal, 3-6 
record the year before, had 
opened up the season the pre¬ 
vious week by downing La Jolla, 
13-6. Kearny, riding the crest 
of a 2-year, 11-game winning 
streak, smashed Hoover in their 
opener, 31-12. The experts 
foresaw Sweetwater taking a 
similar beating. Very late in the 
fourth quarter, however, the 
Diablos held a slim, 13-12 mar¬ 
gin in a nail-biting, thrill-packed 
cliff-hanger. Kearny had a 
fourth down and long-yardage 
situation deep in Devil territory. 
BILL BOLDEN, Kearny’s fine sig¬ 
nal-caller, exhausted his team's 
last chance by throwing an in¬ 
tercepted pass. But wait! A 
roughing-the-passer penalty 
was called against Sweetwater! 
With an automatic first down, 
the inspired Komets went on to 
pull it out of the fire in a dra¬ 
matic finish, 18-13. That con¬ 
troversial penalty will long be 
remembered. People are still 
wondering how a passer can be 
“roughed” when he is bigger 
than the linemen. At any rate, 
the rest is history. Kearny High’s 
powerful Komets rolled on to 
an undefeated season. They 
spread the icing on the cake 
with a convincing, 34-19 rout 
of Castle Park in the final game 
of the CIF playoffs for their 
21st consecutive victory. They 
thusly became the only team in 
San Diego Section CIF history 
to win the CIF championship 
two years in a row. Bolden, a 
tremendous, future-college QB 
prospect at 6'2" and nearly 
200 pounds, became the first 
junior in S.D. history to be nam¬ 
ed “CIF Player of the Year.” 

Sweetwater went on to have 
a fine year, also. COACH NICK 
UGLESICH’S charges reversed 
their 1963 performance of 3-6 
by posting a 6-3 mark. Castle 
Park, however, became Metro 
League Champs in a bruising 
showdown battle, 21-19. (See 
story on page 172.) Last Feb¬ 
ruary head coach Uglesich and 
his line coach, DON GEORGE, 
accepted the same respective 
positions at WESTERN HIGH 
SCHOOL in Anaheim, Calif.

I Cloud Of Mystery Will Hang 
Over Grid Battle For Years 

"— 1 — By Greg Fontana 

The book on the 1964 Metro League football story is closed. 

It ended almost a month ago in a dark cloud of controversy, re¬ 
sentment, and question mark§. 

Everyone knows about the grid season just concluded. They 
know how Nick Uglesich’s Red Devils came back after a dismal 
3-6 record last year to once again spark and excite National 
Citians who take pride in their city and Sweetwater High. 

But almost everyone, by now, has forgotten about that fateful 
Friday night and the disagreement about referees* decisions. 
They’ve put Sweetwater’s aggressive, thrill-packed season in a 
remote corner of their recollection cabinet. 

They’ve forgotten how Castle Park’s second-year Trojans 
fought spiritedly throughout the year and suddenly marred an 
otherwise successful Diablo campaign by becoming Metro 
Champs in that bruising showdown, 21-19. 

'There's Nothing We Can Do' - Ugiesich 

But loyal Red Devils can’t forget. After the game, Ugiesich 
said, "Don’t write anything about it, (the decisions). It’s over 
and there’s nothing we can do about it. We can’t play it over be¬ 
cause it’s against CIF rules. I don’t want anybody to think 
Sweetwater is a cry baby.” 

That’s true. It is over and done with and a matter of record 
that Castle Park won the league, fought valiantly in the ensuing 
CIF playoffs, and were defeated in the final game by powerful 
Kearny, 34-19. (The Komets have won 21 football games in a 
row over a two-year span. Su-Hi ram into the Kearny Mesa club 
on the second week of play. Final score: Kearny 18, Sweetwater 
13.) 

But just for the records, let’s rehash the legal aspect of that 
decisive battle, an aspect which still isn’t understood by most 
people and one that should have been but wasn’t understood by 
the men in charge of the game, the referees. 

To refresh your memory in case you’re one of those who have 
forgotten, Castle Park quarterback Billy Miller, on three crucial 
drives, faked the Diablosinto jumping offside. 

Miller Yelled ‘Go’, But Center Had Ball 

He did it three times, once each drive, and the resulting pen¬ 
alty called against the flustered Devils kept all three marches 
going. Two of these penetrations eventually ended up as Troy 
touchdowns. 

What Miller did was to assume the position of taking the di¬ 
rect snap from center, yell "Go!,” and shift back without the 
ball really being snapped. This instinctively perpetrated the 
Sweeties’ front wall to jump over the line and rush Miller, cost¬ 
ing them five yards each time. 

Rule Book Puts Refs In Bad Light 

According to Ugiesich, "I talked to the CIF officials and they 
confirmed that it was illegal.” 

According to Troy coach Vern Brizendine, "I talked to the 
referees before the game and they said that the play was legal.” 

A check of the rules book confirms that the refs were in error. 

Rule 7, Article 2 of the National Alliance Edition of Football 
Rules states: "After the ball is ready-for-play and before the 
snap, no false start shall be made by any player. A false start 
includes a shift or a feigned charge which simulates action at 
the snap and any act clearly intended to cause an opponent to 
commit a foul. If the false start causes an opponent to en¬ 
croach or to offside, only the false start is penalized.” 

The frustrating thing about it is that no one will ever know 
how the game would have gone without those "plays” being 
used. 

No one can ever say for sure that Sweetwater would have won 
had the penalties been rightfully called against the Trojans. 

No one, likewise, can ever be sure whether or not Castle 
Park would have fought just that much harder for their victory 
if they hadn’t been given the advantage of the penalties. 

No matter what people say about it, there will always be that 
cloud of uncertainty.
